signed to the F irst Marine Divi­ 
sion. He was w ith the division 
in the initial invasion of G uad­ 
alcanal. 


FOR FOUR MONTHS 


He rem ained at his post of du­ 
ty for four months, being the 
only Catholic chaplain for the 
first two and a half months. 
B etw een the 
tim e of going 
ashore and the tim e of his de­ 
parture, he had m any duties, and 
observed m any incidents th a t re­ 
veal to statesiders the grueling 
life of those marines. The first 
mass was celebrated two days 
after the invasion, but there were 
m any collateral duties. He dug 
the first grave and buried the 
first m an on G uadalcanal. F re­

bombings,

was obliged to use the fresh 
graves as foxholes.

It was copy­ 
righted by ancient 
war 
lords 
m any years before the birth of 
Christ. As far back as 450 B.C., 
Herodotus, the fam ous Greek his­ 
torian, talked and wrote about 
this 
gun - accom panied 
melody. 
Down through the ages, 
m any 
statesm en, seated a t peace con­ 
ferences, tried—or thought they 
tried —to change th e title of that 
grim song to read, “In Time of 
Peace, 
Keep the Peace.” 
But 
every attem pt was a failure. 
Today—in this m id Tw entieth 
century, w hen all m ankind could 
and should be enlightened, the 
sam e old title is in force. Presi­ 
dent Trum an, in a recent speech 
before the congress, urged the 
enactm ent of the M ilitary Com­ 
pulsion bill which, if passed, will 
keep America arm ed to the teeth 
for many years to come. Not only 
m ust the youth of th e nation give 
one full y ear of th eir lives to 
m ilitary training, but, according 
to the T rum an plan, they m ust 
also have an added y ear of train ­ 
ing after they com plete their col­ 
lege education. T hat is the way 
H itler and Mussolini did things. 
It isn’t the A m erican way, not 
by a wide margin. 
The A m erican people desire to 
keep our country strong. Only a 
very few of them w ould object 
to m aking m ilitary instruction a 
part of the regular curriculum 
in our public schools. However, 
the regim entation of youth as 
outlined by 
President Trum an, 
and raved about by Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, is som ething th at all 
parents should carefully consider. 
If 
the 
millions 
of 
American 
m others and fathers wish to keep 
the peace in time of peace, they 
should notify their congressmen 
w ho enact our laws. They should 
tell them definitely how far along 
they will go—if at all—w ith this 
M ilitary Compulsion bill. 
How can w e—the m ost pow er­ 
ful nation on earth—destroy the 
germ s of w ar in o th er nations 
w hen our president 
announces, 
for all to hear, th at our youth 
m ust be trained to the nth de­ 
gree? Does not such an announce­ 
m ent breed suspicion, fear and 
hatred in other nations? W hat is 
going to prevent them from arm ­ 
ing, too, w hen they see America, 
alw ays an advocate of lasting 
peace, going ahead w ith m ilitar­ 
istic plans? 


As in the past, science is to 
blam e for this situation in which 
we find ourselves 
today. 
The 
atom ic bomb not only blew a 
part of Jap an off th e map—it 
has also blow n common sense 
out of the m inds of certain world 
leaders, including our ow n presi­ 
dent. It has been declared th at 
the atomic bom b, properly h an ­ 
dled, can b ring great blessings 
and 
prosperity 
to 
a 
w ar-torn 
world; if im properly handled by 
those, who, as in the past, use it 
to destroy, th ere is ju st one an ­ 
swer—more blood, m ore sweat, 
more tears. 
A m erica’s m ight brought vie 
tory. A m erica’s strength can pro­ 
duce an everlasting peace. T hat 
strength should assert itself in 
good 
fellowship, 
constructive 
programs, and a willingness to 
help less fohtunate 
nations 
to 
help them selves. America’s role 
is not to shout from th e house­ 
tops—“Prepare! 
Prepare! 
P re­ 
pare!” Her role is to use her in­ 
genuity—and she has plenty oi 
it—to keep th e peace in time oi 
peace. Goodwill toward all m an­ 
kind will accomplish wonders ii 
we, the citizens, will insist on 
peace—abiding 
leadership 
in­ 
stead of peace-preaching tactics.

hardwood, that is pretty sure evi­ 
dence th at the boys w orking in 
the shop are m aking furniture 
that w ill have lasting value. 


This week Mr. C. T. Collins, 
shop instructor, checked in ap­ 
proxim ately 
$250 
of 
M ichigan 
hard maple, Tobosco m ahogany, 
black w alnut, red gum, chci^y, 
and Tennessee red cedar. This 
the first substantial supply of 
hardw ood ever to be delivered to 
P.S.H.S. 
Mr. Collins came to this high 
school this year determ ined to 
give the boys who elected shop 
a real course in fine w oodw ork­ 
ing and cabinet m aking. H e is an 
experienced 
woodshop 
teacher, 
having executed m any fine pieces 
of household furniture. Principal 
E. E. Oertel, who has seen some 
of his work, says that he is an 
artist in his field, th at his w ork 
is precise and has a finish th at 
com pares favorably w ith the fin­ 
est th at comes w ith high class 
comm ercial furniture. 
Mr. Collins has acquired a con­ 
siderable supply of new wooMRh 
working tools for the school. N o l^P 
that he has some select hardw ood 
to w ork with, it is expected th at

The boys in the woodworking 
classes are specializing this year 
on mahogany chests w ith inlay, 
on kitchen and dining room fu r­ 
niture, Queen A nne coffee tables, 
end tables, and sm all cabinets.

On 
November 8 at 10 a.m. in the su­ 
pervisors’ room of the County 
Court House at Riverside the 
State Board of Equalization will 
hold a hearing on protests against 
the issuance of a liquor license 
for the Totem Pole Cafe and 
against the addition of a spirits 
license to the beer and wine li­ 
cense already held by Ralph and 
Adeline. A petition was circulated 
and sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce protesting any further 
issuance of licenses in the village 
for which those favoring addition­ 
al bars here have taken excep­ 
tion as not voicing the sentiment 
of the membership of the Cham­ 
ber or of the community. Is this 
true? At the last Chamber of 
Commerce meeting there were 
few members of the Chamber 
present who are also identified 
with

ever it is the policy oí the govern­ 
ment to make it possible for com­ 
munities to acquire surplus prop­ 
erty where it is desirable, at a 
nominal figure. In other words, 
where possible, properties taken 
over by the government during 
the war, are returned to the tax 
payers who bought them in the 
first place. 
Palm Springs can naturally 
make no move toward acquiring 
the properties until such a meas­ 
ure is passed by the city council, 
Mayor Therieau said. At an em­ 
ergency greeting of the council 
Tuesday morning, however, the 
council voted to have Harry Har­ 
per, executive secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, go to San 
Francisco and have the regional 
director of surplus properties 
freeze Torney Hospital and the 
Airbase lands pending further 
city action. 
PLANS FOR PORT 
The airport lands include 315 
acres which comprise the east 
half of Section 13. On this land 
are the Air Base administration 
buildings, the Officer's Club, in­ 
cluding a fine new swimming 
pool, and various other buildings. 
The tentative plan is to establish 
a model air terminal to care for 
the air travel Palm Springs may 
reasonably expect in the immedi­ 
ate future. On a part of the prop­ 
erty an 18 hole golf course will be 
laid out with its club house, the 
present Officer’s Club and swim­ 
ming pool for the use of golf 
playing visitors. The actual land­ 
ing field at the Air Base is on 
government land on which the 
city holds a 25 year lease. 
In answer to the natural ques­ 
tion: “What is going to happen to 
excess real estate which is over 
and above the needs of the city?” 
civic leaders said the present 
plans include the disposal of the 
excess real estate by the city to 
buyers who meet the city re­ 
quirements. By this means the 
city hopes to relieve the tax pay­ 
ers from the sting of a large bond 
issue. 
MUST LIVE RIGHT 
Earl Coffman, Desert Inn own­ 
er, who said he spent two sleep­ 
less nights when he heard that 
the Federal Government Surplus 
Properties would be available to 
communities, because the whole 
idea was “so big,” said yesterday, 
when asked to comment on the 
proposition, “I guess, after all, we 
must live right. For the past year 
the community has been shoulder 
to shoulder on a program to make 
Palm Springs an attractive place 
for attractive people. This looks 
to me as if seventy-five per cent 
of our problems have been an­ 
swered, and answered all at once. 
This is not only an opportunity 
for every citizen to enjoy assets 
which we, as a community, have 
never dared dream of, but as I 
see it, it is the responsibility of 
every citizen to see that this op­ 
portunity for Palm Springs is 
realized.” 
Robert Ransom, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, said 
of the city’s plan, “Seldom in the 
history of any community has 
such an opportunity for we'll or­ 
ganized development been pos­ 
sible. We have here a chance to 
acquire every asset this city needs 
in one fell swoop. We need an 
eighteen hole golf course and 
country club; we need a commu­ 
nity center which will include a 
municipal pool and park, com­ 
munity hospital, etc. This is our 
chance to get them, and you 
know as well as I do, that the 
chance will not come again.” 
GREAT OPPORTUNITY 
Fred Ingram, manager of the 
Bank of America said, “I think 
under proper management, it is 
a golden opportunity for Palm 
Springs, and I am sure that bank 
will cooperate in every way to 
see the plan realized. We all 
know that without some organ­ 
ized plan for the orderly disposal 
of two such large properties as 
Torney and the Air Base, we can 
look forward to a period of chaos. 
I think the acquisition by the city 
of these two properties is the best 
thing that could happen. I can 
think of many, many methods for 
their disposal which go from bad 
to worse.” 
“It is unquestionably true that 
the unwise or ill considered dis­ 
posal of these surplus properties 
could bring a period of honky- 
tonk and havoc to Palm Springs,” 
said Mr. Ransom. “It is for this 
very reason that the Surplus 
P r o p e r t y Administration asks 
each community to present its 
ideal plan for the dispersement 
of such holdings. Were the gov­ 
ernment to throw this surplus 
real estate on the market, willy 
nilly, Palm Springs would inevit­ 
ably reap a whirlwind of cheap 
and undesirable d e v e l o p m e n t 
which would be most harmful to 
present community aims. Unless 
Palm Springs has the courage to 
acquire these properties and steer 
its own course, it must be pre­ 
pared to see these lands not as a 
tremendous asset, but as a first 
rate liability.”
